Delegates will 
know VP choice 
before voting 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) — President Ford told Illinois delegates today 
he will pick a running mate “more moderate" than Ronald Reagan’s choice, 
Sen. Richard S. Schweiker. 
It was learned meantime that Ford has told some uncommitted delegates 
he has narrowed his list of possible ticket mates to four and that the 
delegates will be informed of his choice prior to the presidential nomi­ 
nation vote Wednesday night. 
Rep. Tom Railsback, one of the Illinois delegates, told reporters that Ford 
did not mention any favored names during the meeting, but told the delega­ 
tion he would choose someone “more moderate than Schweiker.” 
Railsback said delegates asked the President why he had not followed 
Reagan’s example of a prior running mate announcement, Ford told them 
the Republican convention is not a running mate race but one “between 
Governor Reagan and myself.” 
Ford met the delegation at the Plaza Inn Hotel where about 500 spectators 
cheered, applauded and raised Ford posters and an inflated plastic pink 
elephant. 
One man, Franklin Burke, came dressed as Uncle Sam. Ford shook his 
hand. 
Earlier, sources said Ford’s list of prospects was down to Commerce 
Secretary Elliot 'Richardson, Treasury Secretary William Simon, U.N. 
Ambassador William Scranton and Sen. Howard Baker of Tennessee. 
The sources also said certain uncommitted delegates will be told who 
Ford will nominate as a running mate before Wednesday night’s presiden­ 
tial balloting. 
That directly conflicts with statements Monday by White House press 
secretary Ron Nessen, who said Ford will not make up his mind until after 
the GOP convention selects its candidate. 
Nessen said that if Ford wins, he “will want to see Gov. Reagan and get 
his views” before announcing his selection for the second spot on the ticket 
Privately, the Ford organization has been telling certain key uncommit­ 
ted delegates that word on Ford’s choice will filter down to them before the 
vote on a presidential nominee. 
One delegate said he was told he would know “at least three or four hours 
before the balloting begins.” And James Hartdegen, an uncommitted 
delegate from Arizona, told UPI that Ford “said he wouldn’t pick 
Rockefeller.” 
A Reagan effort to change party rules and force Ford to publicly announce 
his choice ahead of the balloting was defeated by the President’s sup­ 
porters.

Ford tops magic number 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Ford today broke through with 
enough delegate votes for a first-ballot 
presidential nomination victory over 
Ronald Reagan, and some of the Califor- 
n ia n ’s aides and su p p o rters 
acknowledged privately that his chances 
were fast fading. 
The Reagan camp staked its remain­ 
ing hopes on tonight’s convention floor 
battle where they will try to force an ad­ 
vance commitment to a running mate by 
the President. 
Reagan and his choice for a ticket- 
mate, Sen. Richard S. Schweiker of Pen­ 
nsylvania, dashed from delegation to 
delegation during the day in an effort to 
recoup from Ford’s inroads into the 
ranks of uncommitted delegates. 
Officially, Reagan lieutenants con­ 


tinued predicting their man might still 
pull out the nomination. But at least two 
Reagan supporters, one of them an aide, 
said his chances “are fading”. 
Another supporter went further, say­ 
ing privately: “He’s lost it. I don’t see 
how he can pull it off.” 
Ford, on the other hand, was all con­ 
fidence, and announced that he has 
chosen Gov. William Millikan of 
homestate Michigan to place his name in 
nomination Wednesday evening. 
UPI’s count showed that Ford hit the 
magic nomination figure of 1,130 in the 
wee hours of the morning — after 
adjournment of the first night session of 
the GOP National Convention — when 
Mississippi delegate Doug Shanks said 
he would go for Ford despite his state’s 
unitvoting rule. 


“Come hell or high water, I’m going to 
vote for President Ford,” said Shanks. 
As the day wore on, jhe President 
picked off additional scattered delegates 
among the uncommitted. UPI’s latest 
state-by-state count showed Ford with 
1,136 delegate votes, Reagan with 1,036 
and 87 still uncommitted. 
Ford’s chief delegate counter, James 
Baker, put the total for the President at 
1,130 — 9 over the number required. 
The President exuded confidence as he 
met this morning with happy regional 
whips who spent a long, grueling Monday 
searching for delegates in hotels, on the 
street and on the sweltering convention 
floor. 
Ford also chatted with reporters, and 
predicted he would go over on the first 
ballot in Kemper Arena Wednesday 
evening. 


But Reagan forces continued their 
fight, and the Californian’s campaign 
manager, John Sears, questioned the 
vote count by the President’s camp. And 
Sen. Paul Laxalt, Reagan’s national 
campaign chairman, said he believed the 
gap would be dewed by Wednesday. He 
put Reagan’s total at between 1,090 and 
1,110. 
Sears looked to tonight’s convention 
session, when the Reagan forces try to 
put over platform and rules changes 
designed to cut into Ford’s strength. 
The atmosphere at and around the con­ 
vention was growing increasingly bitter 
as pressure built up and the intensive 
delegate searches continued. The FBI 
was investigating charges by two Ford 
delegates from Illinois that Reagn 
operatives tried to buy their votes.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Ronald 
Reagan today confronted Marie 
Goodlow, an Illinois delegate who 
claimed she had been offered a 82,500 
bribe to support him in rules fighting at 
the Republican National Convention. 
The confrontation occurred during a 
visit by Reagan to the Illinois delegation. 
The FBI, meanwhile, 
investigated 
charges about bribes to get Ford 
delegates io switch to Reagan in 
tonight’s fighting over convention rules. 


During a question-and-answer session 
by Reagan before the Illinois delegation, 
Mrs. Goodlow, 45, of Chicago, stood up. 
“I’m the lady what spoke about what 
happened,” she said. 
“I know, I saw you on television last 
night,” Reagan said. 
Mrs. Goodlow responded, “1 did not do 
that just to get on tv. These things that I 
have said are true. I will swear on the Bi­ 
ble that I am telling the truth. I wouldn’t 
do this to hurt you just to nominate 
President Ford.” 
She told Reagan she was approached 
by a person — whom she did not identify 
— with the bribery offer. She quoted him 
as saying, “We will take care of all your 
expenses which will be $2,500.” 


At that point members of the delega­ 
tion shouted at Mrs. Goodlow, “What’s 
your question?” 


“He don’t believe me,” she shouted 
back. 
Reagan interjected, “I do. I don't 
doubt you for the world.” But he added, 
“I know that no one in my organization 
had anything to do with this.” 
Reagan said he wanted an investiga­ 
tion also into a story by columnist Jack 
Anderson that Illinois Reagan delegate 
John Oldham Jr. charged a Ford backer 
tried to switch Oldham’s vote with an of­ 
fer of help for a congressional candidate 
for whom Oklham works. 
“I don’t know who is trying to do what 
— I am all in favor of an investigation 
that would establish once and for aU who 
these people are and whether they are 
pranksters,” Reagan said. “If there is 
someone trying to mess up the Republi­ 
can scene, I want to know who it is. Let’s 
get it out in the open. Let’s get it cleaned 
up.” 
Earlier, the bead of Reagan’s Illinois 
campaign said he thought Mrs. Goodlow 
misunderstood a conversation he bad 
with her. 
State Rep Don Totten said he offered 
Mrs. Goodlow a ride Sunday morning 
and asked her about the presidential 
race. He said she indicated she was in 
financial need, but he offered her 
nothing, merely telling her that if she 
wanted to discuss issues, she should call 
him.

I’ve 
enjoyed it, but I feel it is time for some 
fresh blood on the commission.” 
Schwark has been on the commission 
since he was appointed by City Council to 
complete Joe Valencia’s term in May, 
1970. He has been the group’s chairman 
for the last two years and also served for 
about two years as beautification com­ 
mission representative to the Architec­ 
tural Review Committee. 
The Federal Electric employe who is 
celebrating his thirteenth wedding an­ 
niversary today, said he would still like 
to work with the commission on the labor 
end of some of their projects and he 


wouldn’t rule out future positions with 
city commissions. 
“I am going to wait and see what the 
opportunities are as they present 
themselves,” said the 34-year-old father 
of two young boys. “I’m not looking for 
any immediate work on another commis­ 
sion. but after I’m off for awhile, I may 
feel I would like to work on a commis­ 
sion again. 
“During my term, 1 have seen some 
drastic changes in the city’s attitude 
toward the commission,” Schwark said. 
“When we started out we weren’t able to 
do anything. Seven years ago I would 
never have dreamed anything like the 
downtown project could ' have hap­ 
pened.”

The Lompoc Fire Department is tak­ 
ing a page from the book of the Scottish 
poet Robert Bums to help keep public 
nuisances jnder control 
It was Bums who penned, “O wad 
some pow’r the gift to gi’e us, to see 
oursel’es as others see us.” 
When the Fire Department becomes 
aware of a public nuisance, either 
through its own continuous inspection 
program or through the filing of a com­ 
plaint by a citizen of the community, it 
gives the alleged offender a chance to 
see himself as others see him 
A Fire Department inspector takes a 
picture of the nuisance and sends it to the 
owner or occupant of the property in­ 
volved, along with a summary of Section 
8900, Chapter 11 of the Lompoc City Code 
which declares it a public nuisance to 
maintain premises “in such a manner 
that any of certain specified conditions 
are found to exist thereon.” 
In nearly every case, such notification 
that the Fire Department considers a 
nuisance to exist, as evidenced by the 
photo, is sufficient to encourage the 
alleged offender to clean up the problem, 
according to acting fire chief Ronald 
Reid. 
“Our notice gives the person 21 days 
within which to take care of abating the 
nuisance,” said Reid. “After that, if a 
subsequent inspection shows that nothing 
has been done, we turn the matter over 
to the Community Development 
Department.” 
As Reid pointed out, it seldom is neces­ 
sary to go this far. 
“This is not a hard-nosed program,” 
he said. "If there is some hardship and 
the property owner or occupant needs . 
longer than 21 days to clean things up, we 
are glad to work with him on it. We simp­ 
ly mark our records with the date that a 
time extension allows and postpone our 
second inspection until then. 
“We never go to an owner with an ul­ 
timatum that he has to abate the 
nuisance In 21 days or else,” Reid added 
“He has any reasonable extension that 
we allow, and even if it goes to the Com­ 
munity Development Department, ac­ 
tion is not immediate.” 
The Community Development Depart­ 
ment conducts at least two inspections of 
the alleged nuisance and makes contact 
with the owners or occupants to try to 
> secure cooperation. 
If the requests continue to be ignored, 
further action is possible under provi­ 
sions of Section 8900 of the city code. 
The Community Development director 
files a written report on the alleged 
nuisances with the city council, asking 
for a public hearing to determine

whether the conditions described in the 
report do constitute the maintaining of 
the property contrary to one or more of 
the provisions of the city code. 
If, after the public hearing, it is deter­ 
mined by the council that a public 
nuisance does exist, it may be ordered 
that the necessary abatem ent 
procedures be carried out and the coat of 
them assessed to the property owner. 
“We have very few cases that go 
beyond the 21-day notice that we give,” 
said Reid. “Moat people, after they see 
the picture which shows how others view 
that pile of rubbish or other unsightly 
condition, are happy to comply.” 
In some instances, however, the city 
council does have to be called in to the 
picture. Such is the case with four 
parcels of property where alleged 
nuisances will go to public hearing on 
September 7. 
A resolution setting the hearing date 
was adopted at the council’s meeting of 
August 3 when Community Development 
Director Jack Lam filed reports on the 
following parcels: 
Property at 1100 W Cherry Ave., 
where the storage of a camper shell, a 
pickup, a boat and trailer, along with 
other items about the front yard and a 
high growth of grass “are constituting an 
unsightly appearance which is detrimen­ 
tal to neighboring properties and 
property values,” according to the 
report. 
Property at 504 North Z St., where 


“abandoned, partly dismantled vehicles 
in the front yard and at the rear of the 
property and other debris... is unsightly, 
dangerous and detrimental to property 
values.” 
Property at 507 North L St., where 
“lean-to shacks attached to a fence are 
unsightly and dangerous” and “metal 
covered fence and panels hanging loose 
.„ is very unsightly.” 
Property at Chestnut Avenue and J 
Street which allegedly has “berry vines 
and weeds ... growing over a property 
line fence and are (1) likely to harbor 
rats or other vermin (2) detrimental to 
neighboring properties and (3) unsightly 
in appearance.” 
These are the first cases that have had 
to go to the council in a number of 
months, Reid noted, reiterating that 
most property owners, both residential 
and commercial or industrial, are quick 
to cooperate. 
“It is only fair that they do,” said 
Reid. “After aU, if one property owner 
takes good care of his property as a good 
citizen and a good neighbor should, it is 
not right that someone next door or down 
the block should neglect his property to 
the extent that it affects the entire 
neighbor hood” 
Most often an appeal from one 
neighbor to the other will cause the 
nuisance to be eliminated, but when it 
fails, a complaint filed with the Fire 
Department will start the corrective 
wheels In motion, Reid said. 


Toll high 
in new 
temblors 


MANILA, The Philippines (UPI) - A 
killer earthquake struck the southern 
Philippines today, toppling concrete buil­ 
dings, spasming 18-foot tidal waves and 
killing more than 1,000 persons — many 
swept away from coastal homes. 
A combined official count by the 
government National Disaster Coor­ 
dinating Center and the Red Cross listed 
1,319 killed, many of them drowning vic­ 
tims in tidal waves that swamped 
coastal homes following the earthquake. 
A strong tremor also shook China Mon­ 
day night, but there were no immediate, 
reports of casualties. 
Dr. Vicente Galvez, Red Cross 
secretary general, said casualties from 
the Philippine quakes could surpass the 
nation s deftih toll during World War II if 
reports of fatalities continued to pour in 
at the same rate. 
Disaster officials said hundreds of 
homes were destroyed as the waves sl­ 
ammed into consul towns Most of the 
victims lived on the island of Mindanao. 
500 (idles south of Manila, where the 
epicenter was believed located. 
According to telephoned reports from 
the major southern seaport city of Zam­ 
boanga, a popular tourist center, the 
hardest-hit areas were in “a sUte of 
fear” following the quakes 
Volcano 
continues 
to explode 


POINTE-A-PITRE, 
Guadeloupe* 
(UPI) — La Soufriere volcano exploded 
Monday night, spewing ashes and 
geysers of fire with a ferocity equal to a 
major earthquake, but spared villages on 
the mounUin’s slopes. 
Scientists said today the volcano still is 
building its energy for a massive explo­ 
sion. 
“We think the moment of main danger 
will come when we spot the red glow of 
lava emerging from the volcano,” said 
Prof. Pierre Brousse, chief of the scien­ 
tific team monitoring La Soufriere on 
the French Caribbean island 
“This is the biggest crisis we have 
ever had on the island,” Brousse said at 
a news conference in Pointe-a-Pitre, 
Guadeloupe’s largest city and its tem­ 
porary capiUl since the evacuation of 
Basse Terre. 
La Soufriere exploded Monday night 
with a blast that shook the ground for 
more than 15 miles — it was felt in this 
city’s crowded residential quarter — 
equal to the force of a major earthquake, 
the scientists said. 
Brousse told reporters the explosion at 
7:45 p.m. actually was composed of 85 
nearly slmuiUneous tremors. Five to 10 
minutes later 119 strong aftershocks 
jolted the mountain in a 19-minute 
period, be said. 
“The eruption caused no damage to the 
adjoining villages where the houses are 
untouched,” Brousse said. AU residents 
of the “death zone” around the 4,900-foot 
mountain were evacuated earlier.

New Asian refugees arriving in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — More than a year after the United 
States retreated from Southeast Asia, a new group of 11,000 Asian 
refugees has begun to arrive in America. 
According to State Department officials, the refugees are being 
admitted under a special “expanded parole” signed by Attorney 
General Edward Levi in May. 
The recent refugees will bring to 145,000 the total of Southeast 
Asian refugees exempted from U.S. immigration laws. 
State Department officials said Monday that transportation and 
other settlement costs averaged about $1,000 for each refugee. 
Total cost of the expanded program is $106 million. 


French bank hit by identical tunnel-in 
PARIS (UPI) — Thieves tunneled into the vault erf a Paris 
branch of the Societe Generate bank and ransacked 191 safe deposit 
boxes over the weekend, exactly a month after an identical 
burglary of another branch of the same bank in Nice, police said to­ 
day. 
A statement by the bank said the thieves used blowtorches to 
tunnel through a reinforced concrete wall from the sewers and into 
the deposit vault of the Societe Generale’s Be Saint Louis branch. 
Police said they were unable to determine the exact time of the 
break-in, which was covered by last weekend and a public holiday 
Monday. The bank said its automatic alarm system operated nor­ 
mally, but the crime was not discovered in time because of 
“human error”. 
It did not elaborate and no arrests were announced. 
The bank did not immediately estimate the size of the 1m s . 
Goods stolen were believed to include cash, gold, securities and 
jewelry. The bank assured customers they would receive compen­ 
sation. 


FBI agents hunt for Manson disciple 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - FBI agents searched in northern 
California today for Charles Manson follower Susan K. Murphy, 34, 
and convicted bank robber Diane Ellis, 33, both escapees from the 
federal prison at Terminal island. 
The pair fled from the southern California facility Saturday night 
by overpowering a guard. They rented a car at San Francisco 
International Airport on Sunday. 
Sources said Miss Murphy and Miss Ellis used the guard's stolen 
credentials to rent the car. When the two women made their break, 
they used the guard’s car, found abandoned in Long Beach. 
Miss Murphy had lived in Sacramento with two other Manson 
.followers, Lynette “Squeaky” Fromroe and Sandra Good, both in 
prison. 


'Legion* disease claims 26th victim 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - State health officials said today a 
Northumberland County man has become the 36th victim of 
mysterious illness that struck American Legion conventioneers. 
Robert Costello, a Health Department spokesman, said Harold 
Stump, 53, died Monday night at a Danville, Pa., hospital from the 
pneumonia symptoms that characterize the disease. Costello said 
Stump attended the convention in Philadelphia July 21-34. 
It was the first death since Saturday. A total of 170 persons have 
come down with the malady’s flu-like symptoms.

Danish government on brink of collapse 
COPENHAGEN. Denmaf (UPI) — Legislative leaders Mon­ 
day called Parliament out ot summer recess for an emergency 
economic dehate Tuesday that could bring about the fall of Den­ 
mark’s Socialist government. 
The minority Social Democratic cabinet and four non-Sociaiist 
parties agreed on a new budget Monday to cure the nation’s ailing 
economy. 
But the Liberals, the largest opposition party with 43 votes in the 
179-seat Parliament, has refused to support the program, saying 
suggested 1977 budget cuts of up to $609 million are too small. 
Parliamentary sources said Prime Minister Anker Joergunssn 
will be forced to step down and call new elections if the program is 
not approved. 
Cosmonauts midway toward space mark 
MOSCOW (UPI) - Two Soviet cosmonauts pasted the halfway 
mark toward breaking the U.S. endurance record in space today 
but officiate said they faced psychological problems 
Flight control center said Col. Boris Volynov, 41, and Lt. Col.

Detroit opens battle on violence 
DETROIT (UPI) - Vowing to wipe teen-age gangs off the 
'streets of Detroit, city officials Monday ordered 460 laid-off 
policeman back to work immediately and clamped a 10 p.m. 
curfew on all youths under 17 years old. 
Gang violence that has plagued the city throughout the summer 
erupted in what one top city official called “something close to a 
riot ” Sunday night An estimated 300 to 300 black youths attacked a 
rock concert audience both outside and inside cavernous Cobo 
Hall 
The Police Department, admittedly caught off guard by the at- 
. tack, promised to put an end to the violence and to begin rounding 
up known gang leaders. 


Poll shows California fevors Carter 
SAN FRANCISCO (UP!) - Jimmy Carter could easily defeat 
either President Ford or Ronald Reagan if an election were held in 
California right now, according to the California Poll. 
The poll, released today, showed the Democratic presidential 
nominee from Georgia with a sizeable lead among California 
voters over both Republican candidates. 
A cross section of Californians interviewed the last week of July

Last Palestinian footholds 
in Lebanon take hammering 
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BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Christian and Palestinian leaders 
today considered a new cease-fire proposal, but rightist and Syrian 
troops stepped up mountain battles to drive the Palestinians from 
their last footholds in Christian territory. 
Hardline Christian President Suleiman Franjieh Monday called 
for a “general cease-fire” to allow his successor, President-elect 
Elias Sarkis, “to build the foundations of a new regime.” 
Egyptian Maj. Gen. Mohammed Hassan Ghoneim, commander 
of the 2,300-man Arab League peace-keeping force, was attempting 
to mediate the cease-fire between leaders of the Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organization and the right-wing Phalangist party. It would be 
the 54th cease-fire of the 16-month civil war. 
But rightist forces shelled Palestinian outposts in the rugged 
country northeast of Beirut and massed more troops in a major 
push to oust the guerrillas from their strongholds. 
Palestinian leaders vowed to stand and fight, without yielding “a 
single inch.” But sources said they had already conceded their 
dwindling troops were vastly outnumbered and were looking for a 
way to withdraw.

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Foes get new crack at coastal bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
major coastal protection bill 
backed by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. faced an uncertain 
fate today, the remit of an un­ 
precedented Senate Rules Com­ 
mittee decision that gave oppo­ 
nents an extra chance to kill the 
measure. 
The committee, on a voice 
vote Monday, referred the bill 
(SB1277) to both the Natural 
Resources and Finance Com­ 
mittees for consideration of 
substantial Assembly amend­ 
ments. 
“It’s a tough break,” Sen. 
Jerome Smith, D-Saratoga, the 
bill’s sponsor said of the ad­ 
ditional Finance Committee 
hearing. “It just mikes it a lit­ 
tle more difficult — one more 
hurdle.” 
The Finance Committee last 
June killed a similar coastal 
measure. Supporters had want­ 
ed the bill to go only to the sym­ 
pathetic Natural Resources 
Committee, which is expected 
to recommend that the Senate 
accept the Assembly amend­ 
ments. 
The move would give oppo­ 
nents two opportunities to win 
committee support for sending 
the bill to a two-house con­ 
ference com m ittee where 
further revisions could ulti­ 
mately kill the controversial 
measure. 
Senate Republican Leader 
George Deukmcjian, R-Long 
Beach, said he wanted substan­ 
tial amendments to the meas­ 
ure and supported the move by 
the Rules Committee.

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Bradbury 
water 
released 


Under a new water release 
program instituted last year, 
2300 acre feet of storage in 
Bradbury Dam was released by 
the U. S. Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion downstream along the 
Santa Ynez River yesterday at 
4 p.m. 
Don Boyd, head of Cachuma 
Operations at the dam, said the 
release was made at the 
request of the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District. It 
is designed to replenish water 
well levels along the river 
below the dam. 
Although he said he could 
make no accurate prediction, 
Boyd estimated the flow of the 
release water would travel 
along the river bed as far as 
Buell ton. 
Last year, 900 acre feet of 
water were released from the 
dam under the program which 
replaced one in former use. Up 
to and including 1974, Boyd 
stated, water was released 
from the dam downstream on a 
daily basis 
Economist 
warns on 
prime land 


If you want to preserve 
“ prime” farmland, says a 
U niversity of California 
economist, don’t try to define 
that work scientifically. 
Throughout the nation, plan­ 
ners and public policy makers 
are trying to agree on what dis­ 
tinguishes prime agricultural 
acres from all the other 
farmland. But any uniform 
definition, no matter how 
detailed, will be loaded with 
hidden value judgments that 
ought to be left out in the open, 
according to William W. Wood 
Jr., of UC Cooperative Exten­ 
sion. 
“It’s widely assumed that 
once you decide to preserve 
prime agricultural land, you 
can figure out a scientific 
system to identify it,” Wood 
told members of the American 
Agricultural Economics As­ 
sociation at Pennsylvania State 
University yesterday (August 
16). “However, there is no way 
to do that without setting social 
priorities for which there is no 
scientific basis at all." 
There is nothing wrong. Wood 
added, with setting such 
priorities — which deciding 
that some productive farmland 
is more valuable to society than 
som e 
o th er . 
B ut. 
he 
emphasized, that is a policy 
decision and not a matter of 
scientific land classification. 
Traditionally, farmland has 
been classified according to soil 
type, slope and other physical 
characteristics. Soil scientists 
still generally do it that way. In 
recent years, land-use planners 
have included other important 
but less tangible factors, such 
as location and economic out­ 
put. In California, for instance, 
any land that has produced at 
least $200 in gross crop value 
during three of the previous 
five years is legally defined as 
“prime" agricultural acreage 
The trouble with these 
general categories, Wood said, 
is that: 
— Once different kinds of 
farm land are lumped together 
in a single ‘“prime" class, 
policy-makers don’t have flex­ 
ibility. 
— If you designate some land 
as “prime." you are. in effect, 
deciding that the crops it grows 
are more important than other 
crops that require different 
growing conditions 
For example, Wood said, any 
nationwide categorization of 
prime land presumes that "land 
appropriate for the production 
of avocadoes in Southern 
California or blueberries in 
New England is leas significant 
to the national interest than is 
land for the production of corn 
In Iowa." Of course, he added, 
this may well be — but should 
that decision be made 
for 
society by the land classifiers? 


What’s needed, Wood said, is 
s system that separates the 
scientific task of mapping and 
describing land from the public- 
policy task of deciding what to 
.do with it. One way to do this, 
he suggested, would be for 
scientists to select perhaps two 
dosen important measurable 
characteristics erf land — which 
they could do "with a minimum 
of subjective judgment.' Then, 
with help from a computer, in­ 
dividual parcel* could be rated 
on a scale that reflects all of 
these factors. 
One advantage would be that 
the computer could at any time 
identify aU land with unique 
combinations of qualities — for 
example, undeveloped land 
within one mile of cities that 
have extra sewage-treatment 
capacity; or land with the par­ 
ticular combination of coastline 
fog and sunshine that permits 
production of Brussels sprouts 


Then it would be up to the 
policy makers to decide what to 
do with these unique lands. 
Simply classifying them ahead 
of time into prime or nonprime 
categories does not set the 
stage for effective policy 
decisions." Waod said,

public campground on the 
reservation. 


Conchita Perez, chairman erf 
the improvement committee, 
said tentative plans call for the

The 24-space campground is 
destined to open within the next 
week following the completion 
of electrical and water service 


hookup to the five-acre site. 


It was announced at the 
meeting that the improvement 
committee will be in charge of 
an open house to be held Satur­ 
day afternoon Sept. 26 at the 
new community building which 
is nearing completion on the 
reservation.

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Comments covering a wide 
spectrum of subjects relative to 
the proposed Santa Ynez Com­ 
munity Services D istrict 
wastewater facilities project 
have been forwarded to district 
directors by James L. Waters, 
state water resources control 
board engineer, Sacramento. 
In commenting on the project 
development, Waters said a 
revised alternative cost com­ 
parison distributed at an EIR 
public hearing July 15 "varied 
considerably from figures used 
in the project report supple­ 
ment and the draft EIR. While 
the figures used in these docu­ 
ments are sustantiated, the 
values in the revised com­ 
parison are not. Therefore, sub­ 
stantiation of all figures used in 
the revised comparison must be 
made before it will be accepted 
as a basis for the selection of a 
recommended alternative." 
He noted that in a letter last 
March to the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District whose 
wastewater treatment facilities 
would be used as part of one 
alternative for the Santa Ynez 
project. Waters said he in­ 
cluded several comments con­ 
cerning the cost effectiveness 
of the proposed joint river cros­ 
sing which would be built in 
Solvang. The engineer said "a 
response to these comments is 
required in cutler to comply 
with EPA cost-effective 
guidelines." 
He also pointed out that 
"several comments concerning 
the proposed expansion of the 
SMID plant have been made on 
different occasions which have 
never been fully answered." 
Waters said the joint powers 
agreement between SMID and 
the SYCSD must comply with 
the SWRCB fair and equitable 
guidelines He also noted that 
“a discussion should be made of 
the existing and future water 
resources and uses in the upper 
Santa Ynez Valley." 
Comminting on the draft 
EIR. Waters wrote “from the 
information supplied to date, it 
is clear that the SMID 
wastewater treatment plant is

discharging its effluent into the 
same river groundwater basin 
being used by Buellton for their 
domestic water supply. 


"While the consensus of opi­ 
nion is that this basis is ‘large’ 
and the impact is, therefore, in­ 
significant, an analysis of the 
magnitude of the impact of the 
effluent from both SMID and 
SYCSD on Buellton’s and other 
possible domestic water sup­ 
plies will be required." 


Waters also questioned a 
statement in the EIR which 
said there is no reserve 
capacity in the interceptor to 
SMID beyond that required by 
the ultimate population of the 
Santa Ynez District. 


“ Is this statement ac­ 
curate?” he asked, adding “the 
actual hydraulic capacity of the 
proposed interceptor should be 
stated and the population 
capable of being served by this 
interceptor determined. This 
population should serve as the 
basis for the assessment of 
secondary impacts resulting 
from the growth accom­ 
modated by the project. Is any 
provision bring made for possi­ 
ble expansion of the SYCSD 
boundaries?" 


Waters also said that the ef­ 
fect “of either alternative on 
the existing and future 
domestic water resources of 
the valley should be deter­ 
mined. 


He wrote that the final EIR 
should:

He worked hard 
at playing easy

An entire generation is growing to middle age who knows 
Joe DiMaggio only.as the kindly, long-faced, gray-haired 
man on a coffee-machine television commercial, or as the 
subject in the quizzical line of the hit song, “ Mrs. Robinson.” 
The line went, “ Where have you gone, Joe DiMaggio, a na­ 
tion turns its lonely eyes to you.” The line was a refrain a 
few years ago, before DiMaggio began making commercials. 
‘Tve never been able to figure out,” said Joe DiMaggio, 
“ what the song means.” 
Neither has Paul Simon, who worte it. “ It means anything 
you want it to,” Simon has said. “ My style is to write 
phonetically and with free association, and very often it 
comes out all right. But as soon as I said the line, I said to 
myself that’s a great line, that line touches me. It has a nice 
touch of nostalgia to it ... It could be interpreted many ways. 
“ It has something to do with heroes. People who are all 
good and no bad in them at all. That’s the way I always saw 
Joe DiMaggio.” 
Joe DiMaggio played for the New York Yankees from 1936 
through 1951. For the Major League Baseball Centennial in 
1969, in a poll of players and executives, he was named “ The 
Greatest Living Baseball Player.” His record of hitting safe­ 
ly in 56 straight games was chosen “ The Greatest Individual 
Achievement in Baseball History.” 
DiMaggio, who now lives in Santo Francisco, was back at 
Yankee Stadium recently for an Old-Timers Day game. He 
was given the choicest locker, the one closest to the shower 


room, a locker he inherited from Babe Ruth and passed on to 
Mickey Mantle. It says “ Hunter” over it now, for Catfish 
Hunter. 
DiMaggio is 62 years old now, and aging as gracefully as he 
played centerfield He is meticulous. His hair is silvery, thin­ 
ning, but each strand appears to have been combed back 
separately and indulgently. His gentle hazel eyes are a little 
slanty, a little rheumy, still a Uttle shy. He had removed his 
blue sport jacket and blue slacks and white shirt with the 
Monogram “ JDM” and blade loafers. He began pulling on 
the famous pinstriped Yankee uniform, with his number, 5. 
Lastly, he worked his feet into the spiked shoes, the kind of 
shoes he wore for so many years. “ Oh god,” he said, “ these 
hurt like hell.” 
What does he do now? he was asked. 
“ Play golf, do those commercials, take it easy,” he said. 
“ And travel. I love that. My favorite place? Scandinavia. I 
like the relaxed style of life. I never had dreams to do 
anything else after baseball. Lawyer? Businessman? No, 
I’ve never been very bookish.” 
It was mentioned the he has the reputation for being the 
perfect, natural ballplayer, that it was said, and generally 
believed, that he never made a difficult catch, which is to 
say that he never madé a catch look difficult. . 
“ That’s all nonsense,” he said. “ I remember one game I 
made two errors on one play. I came back to the bench and 
someone asked if I’d want a war helmet to wear the next in- 


ning. 
“ As for being a natural, well, nobody ever worked harder 
than I did. In spring training I’d have Earle Coombs hit me 
grounders in the outfield, and hit balls over my head, and to 
my right and to my left. 
“ And effortless. Let me tell you, every time I take a step to­ 
day I am reminded of my baseball career. My body aches all 
over from all that it took to play this game. I can hardly toss 
a ball today from here to there.” 
DiMaggio would not be playing the game today. He stop­ 
ped playing in Old-Timers games a few years ago. He says 
he can’t swing the bat anymore, though just a handful of 
years ago some of the young players would delight in 
watching the old master. “ You could always count on Joe to 
hit a frozen rope,” said Reggie Jackson. 
He does show up at several Old-Timers games around the 
country. He is usually the last to be announced and the 
cheers are usually the most enthusiastic for him. One is 
reminded of a remark by Leonard Bernstein, the composer 
and conducter. He once said that applause is a necessity for 
' the artist. It goes in one ear and quickly out the other. But 
the ear must be constantly fed. 
There is a story told of when Marilyn Monroe, then 
married to DiMaggio, returned from a tour of Korea in 1953 
where she entertained the U.S. troops. 
Breathless with excietement, she said, “ Joe, you’ve never 
heard such cheering.” 
And Joe said softly, “ Yes I have.”

The temperature is still weU over 100 degrees at 5 p.m. as Roy Howell turns 
off the main street and into the parking lot at Arlington Stadium to begin his 
day’s work.

He’s the one 
that invited me to the b’igcamp and he’s 
the one that gave me my first chance in 
the big leagues. 
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“The biggest thing that upset me last 
year was we were in Boston and I was on 
an eight-game hitting streak and the day 
before we went to California I was 4-for-4 
and had a home run that won the 
ballgame. We went to California for a 
four-day road trip, and all your family’s 
coming down, they put you on the bench 
for four days. And every day he tells you 
you’re ptajdng. 
“ He’s pretty hard to talk to. You’d go 
to talk to him and he’d say, ‘You’re in 
there tomorrow.’ And you wouldn’t be. 
He’d just bullbleep, lie to you. 
“ The day I was called up from 
Spokane, he threw me right in the tire. 1 
played a doubleheader and played every 
game the rest of the 1974 season, and we 
were running for the pennant. I was in 
there every day.” 
The ’75 season started out the same, 
then Martin cooled on Howell, with no 
explanation. 
“ It was hard for me to figure out, but 
I’d just say, ‘Well, one day I’ll get in 
there and show him so much he can’t get 
me out.’” 
Martin, true to his form, wore out his 
welcome in Texas. Enter Lucchesi, a 
friendly, fatherly type with 23 years of 
managing experience, 20 of them in the 
minor leagues.

BETHESDA, Md. (UPI) - In the 
beginning, it was billed as the final round 
of the 58th PGA Championship. By mid­ 
afternoon, it looked like the tournament 
nobody wanted or, perhaps, the world’s 
free-form double bogey-making con­ 
test. 
Finally, a while before nightfall Mon­ 
day, Dave Stockton emerged from one of 
the wildest scrambles in golf history 
with his second PGA Championship and 
first tour victory since 1974.

He looked shaky at times during the 
stretch but eventually proved that claim, 
securing the 845,000 first prize with a 13- 
foot putt for a par on the final hole and a 
final score of 281, one over par on 
Congressional Country Club’s 7,064-yard 
layout, besting Ray Floyd and Don 
January by one shot. 
Jerry Pate, who won both the U.S and 
Canadian Opens, Jack Nicklaus, David 
Graham and John Schlee all finished at 
three-over-par 283. 
Stockton, a 34-year-old Californian, 
looked to be in trouble on the 18th hole, 
but, then again, he thought he had a 
margin with which to work. 
“ I hit a three-wood off the tee because 
the last fairway I hit with my driver was 
the 10th. I had been alternating hooks 
and slices. 1 pushed it to the right, then I 
got the shocking news— that Floyd and 
January were in the clubhouse at two 
over,” he said. 
Instead of folding, which seemed to be 
the order of the day, Stockton hit a two- 
iron about five feet short of the green, 
played a cautious wedge be low the hole 
and rammed home the winning putt

“ On some clu bs," says Howell,

After the 
game, the Howells went to a Mexican 
restaurant with Lenny Randle and his 
wife. 
The conversation never got around to 
baseball, not the playing end, anyway. 
Randle’s wife, an airline stewardess, 
told humorous stories about working on 
big league charter flights, and some of 
the more notorious baseball Romeos. 
Ballplayers spend half their long 
season on the road, flying, Uving in 
hotels. For some of the players, road 
trips are extended parties. 
“ I’m one of those who really goes out 
and terrorizes things on the road,” says 
HoweU, tongue in cheek. Roy's road 
roommate is catcher Bill Fahey, a 26- 
year-old college-educated cattle rancher 
from Detroit. Nickname; Pooch. 
“ If I left, or Pooch left,” says Howell, 
“ there wouldn’t be anyone else on this 
team 1 would room with, so I’d get my 
own room. We Uke to listen to music, we 
enjoy going to movies, we watch tv a lot. 
We go to museums and we like to browse 
through bookstores, or just talk.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Joe 
Frasier threw a left hook that 
was a peach. 
That has always been his best 
punch, and this particular one 
was better than he ever in­ 
tended it to be, landing so flush 
and so effectively it surprised 
even him.

Frazier inquired anxiously.

Fifteen-year-old Marvis looks 
as if he’s going to be bigger 
than his dad. He’s (hfoot-l and 
190 pounds, and he s a young 
man who knows his own mind. 
He always has been especially 
close to his father and when you 
ask him if he’s going to become 
a professional fighter the way 
his father was until only two 
months ago, he says softly but 
firmly, “ if the opportunity pre­ 
sents itself, I guess I will.” 
Joe Frazier is all finished 
fighting, though. 
He says he meant it when he 
announced his retirement June 
15 after being knocked out by 
George Foreman in five rounds, 
and he has no intention of going 
back on his word. 
‘‘No, I don’t think I fought too 


long,” he says. "I think I 
retired just right. When I did, 
my mother said T m glad you 
stopped. Now you can enjoy the 
children, and you can enjoy the 
money.’ People ask how I feel 
about being retired, do I miss 
the action and everything? To 
tell you the truth, I’ve been so 
busy, I haven’t had a chance to 
miss anything. I’m busier than 
I’ve ever been.” 
As president of Smokin’ Joe, 
Inc., a Philadelphia-based en­ 
terprise, which serves as 
parent organization for numer­ 
ous diverse ventures, Frazier 
has less time for himself now 
than when he was heavyweight 
champion of the world. 
On Monday, for example, he 
made sure he was in the office 
by 9 a.m. to check on final 
arrangements for a party to be 
held in the evening. The party 
was for two fighters in his 
stable, middleweight Willie 
‘‘The Worm” Monroe and 
heavyweight Marty Monroe, no 
relation but both of whom had 
bouts in Philadelphia Monday. 
It wasn’t any special occasion, 
but Frazier felt it still called for 
a party, That's the way he is 
with his people. 
After taking care of those 
details, Frazier had a meeting 
with some people handling the 
publicity for another future 
fight after which he hurried 
over to the weigh-in for both 
Monroes.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Ford: Wooing 
delegates illegally? 


KANSAS CITY - President Ford may 
have violated federal law in his pursuit 
of Republican delegates. 
The charge has been raised by Paul 
Kamenar. an attorney for the Federal 
Election Commission, in a private 
telegram to Atty. Gen. Edward Levi. 
Kamenar acted on his own behalf, since 
the 
FEC 
lacks 
jurisdiction. 
“President Ford has 
made expenditures to 
delegates to- the 
Republican National 
Convention in the form 
of favors and enter­ 
tainment at the White 
House and at other 
places," the telegram 
alleges. 
This wining and din­ 
ing of delegates, he 
suggests, may violate 
sections 597 and 90S of the U.S. criminal 
code. The penalties could run as high as 
three years in prison and a $10,000 fine. 
Kamenar cited at least nine separate 
incidents For example, delegates 
received White House invitations to visit 
with the President in the oval office, to 
attend the state dinner for Queen 
Elizabeth and to view “Operation Sail" 
from aboard the USS Forrestal. 
The President has issued written 
orders that “no official action or position 
on any matter by anyone in the ad­ 
ministration ... shall be promised .. as 
consideration, favor or reward for the 
support of any delegate " 
Yet Kamenar contended that a close 
reading of the law indicates it is a viola­ 
tion even to provide food and liquor to 
delegates at White House soirees. 
As one precedent, the FEC attorney 
cited indictments that were brought 
against a defendant for paying $1 to each 
voter who would vote for a specified can­ 
didate in a general election. 
“The Ford situation is much more 
serious," Kamenar allegs. “If the 
Justice Department does not consider 
this law applicable to the convention 
process, then there would be no legal 
barrier to giving direct money payments 
to the delegates." 
Footnote: Much of the White House 
entertaining was paid for with public 
funds. But under this law, even money 
spent by the President s campaign com­ 
mittee to sway delegates could be con­ 
sidered illegal.

AN INVITATION 
TO BE HEARD

AGNEW’S FRIENDS: The heroes of 
the last Republican convention, Richard 
Nixon and Spiro Agnew, are sitting out 
this one in purgatory. 
At San Clemente, Calif., Nixon is 
preparing his own version of the final 
days. His memoirs, according to sources 
who have been in touch with him, will 
reassert the President’s right to steal 
and wiretap and rig court cases in the 
national interest. 
At Crofton, Md., Agnew has taken over 
a moribund nonprofit foundation called 
Education for Democracy. He intends to 
use it, according to associates, to assert 
his views and assail his enemies. He is 
particularly eager, the associates say, to 
renew his assaults upon the press. 
His first effort was an eight-page 
newsletter, titled ‘Memoranda.’ which is 
distinguished by its anti-Israeli, pro- 
Arab comments. Agnew came down so 
strongly on the side of the Palestinians 
that the B’nai Brith Anti-Defamation 
League called his views “as unfair a 
statement with regard to the human 
problems in the Middle East as ever 
we’ve seen." 
Before Agnew mailed out his 
'Memoranda,' he sent personal letters to 
several hundred supporters soliciting 
contributions. The letter dedared battle 
upon “ the apologists for the 
revolutionaries who are intent on 
destroying the strengths of our great 
country.” 
The return mail brought donations 
from such luminaries as presidential 
contender Ronald Reagan, actor John 
Wayne, beer brewer Joseph Coors, Sen 
Strom Thurmond, R-S C., former auto 
racer Andy Granatelli, National Review 
publisher William Rusher, former Nixon 
fund-raiser Maurice Stans and ex-White 
House aide Bryce Harlow. 
Most of the contributors told us they 
coughed up money to help Agnew, not to 
support his anti-Israeli views. John 
Wayne said he didn’t even see the 
newsletter. Rusher said he sent money 
because the foundation ‘ sounded like a 
routinely conservative operation.” We 
were unable to reach Coors, Granatelli, 
Suns and Reagan for their comments. 
Coors and SUns kicked in $1,000 
apiece; Wayne gave $500; Granatelli, 
$400; Reagan, $100; Rusher, $100; 
Harlow. »100 and Thurmond. $25 So far, 
the foundation has Uken in $29,797.11. 
Agnew himself put up $29,000. The 11 
cents came from a contributor whose 
heart, if not his pocketbook, was with 
Agnew. 
The attorney who handled the foun­ 
dation's Ux exemption application, tn- 
cidenUlly, is ex-White House aide Tom 
Charles Huston. He was the author of the 
infamous “Huston plan" for domestic 
surveilllance under Nixon. He handled 
the paperwork for the foundation, he 
said, before Agnew took it over. It was 
just a “coincidence," he said, that 
Agnew became involved

measures 8.2 on the 
Richter scale. The San 
Francisco earthquake 
was rated 8.25 on that 
scale. The number of 
deaths in this city was 
put at 452. 
This is in striking 
contrast with the es­ 
timates <Hit of China, 
where the government 
has given out no casualty figures, of the 
thousands, if not hundreds of thousands, 
dead. 
The tragedy of China comes, as chance 
would have it, at a particularly unfor­ 
tunate moment. Peking has been deeply 
disappointed that normalization of rela­ 
tions with the United States has not 
progressed. 
In the communique signed by Presi­ 
dent Nixon and Premier Chou En-lai in 
Shanghai February, 1972, the implied 
promise was that Washington would 
move fairly quickly to sever diplomatic 
ties with the island of Taiwan and es­ 
tablish full relations with the United 
States. 
This would have been in the pattern of 
Japan and the Western European 
powers. Instead, Peking and Washington 
continue to maintain liaison missions. 
Trade between China and the United 
States has fallen drastically despite the 
expectation of a continuing increase 
The government of Chiang Ching-kuo, 
son and heir of Chiang Kai-shek, took the 
occasion of China’s tragedy to gloat over 
the misfortune of the mainland as 
evidence that Peking had lost the “man­ 
date of Heaven." 
Besides an ambassador and a full 
diplomatic staff, the United States has 
2,500 American troops on the island 
along with a military aid mission. 
With a population of 15,000,000 Taiwan 
still parrots the claim of Chiang Kai- 
shek to retake the mainland. 
During the Olympics, Canada’s Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau was responsible 
for forbidding the Taiwanese to compete 
as the Republic of China. With this the 
Taiwanese athletes withdrew Canada 
long since had established full 
diplomatic relations with Peking. 
Reports have been current that Peking 
intends shortly to take Taiwan by 
military force. These reports were prior 
to the devastation of the earthquakes, 
which will inevitably mean a great 
drain on resources in rebuilding shat­ 
tered industries and restoring housing 


that was in short supply before the 
earthquakes. 
Whether military action was con­ 
templated is conjecture. This reporter 
has learned — again prior to the 
earthquakes — from high Chinese 
sources in this country of a possibility 
that would obviate military conquest. 
The sequence, to which great credit is 
given, is as follows: 
Chiang Ching-kuo, age 97, is in poor 
health. He has diabetes and a serious 
heart condition. Therefore his life expec­ 
tation is short. 
When he is gone, the forces that have 
held together a despotic government un­ 
der father and son will fall apart. 
Rebellious groups long undercover will 
lead a revolt. Their rallying cry will be 
to rejoin the mainland as part of the real 
China. This will obviate the use of any 
military force by Peking. 
This may be as insubstantial as the 
printed reports of military action by 
Peking. But it is believed by authorities 
with reason to have intelligence out of 
Taiwan. The earthquakes and the burden 
of reconstruction may have put a stop to 
all plans. 


California has a special sympathy for 
the victims of the kind of disaster that 
knows neither time nor place. 
In 1971, a quake struck in the environs 
of Los Angeles that did considerable 
damage. The dead numbered 65. 
The Chinese have developed 
earthquake prediction to a greater ex­ 
tent than anywhere else. It has been pos­ 
sible to persuade the population of 
modernte-size cities to leave their homes 
24 to 48 hours in advance of a quake. 
But this was of no avail in an industrial 
city of a million such as Tangshan and in 
the port city of Tientsin. In Peking the 
population was instructed to camp in 
parks and streets in fear of further 
tremors. 
Early 
this year seismologists 
predicted a severe 1976 earthquake for 
Southern California somewhere along 
the San Andreas fault that stretches 
from south to north. 
Heavy casualties were forecast should 
it occur at the evening rush hour. But 
even in the construction of supposedly 
earthquake proof buildings, Californians 
have be«) blithely indifferent to what 
may or may not come to pass.

Taste of freedom! 


Some of those in law enforcement are 
apprehensive that a furlough program at 
the Federal Correctional Institution may 
be exposing Lompoc Valley communities 
to unnecessary danger. It’s a matter of 
speculation at this point. 
The concern articulates a feeling in the 
community that the circulation of in­ 
dividuals who are still 
in custody of the 
prison poses a threat 
to the peace of the 
community not to 
mention to life or 
property 
How far that feeling 
goes, and how deep 
and how justified was 
not immediately 
clear. 
.Warden 
Lawrence G. Gros­ 
sman of the FCI says 
there has been a 99 per 
cent success rate nationwide since the 
program was inaugurated in the federal 
prison system in 1965. Grossman has no 
figures for the local success rate — the 
rate at which inmates successfully 
sojourn in the community and return 
voluntarily to custody — but suggests it 
is high. There have been only a few 
failures and none in recent years that 
have resulted in violence, Grossman 
says. 
Furloughs are provided by law. With 
good behavior, an inmate is eligible for a 
furlough into the community every three 
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months. That means he can join his fami­ 
ly and come and go in the community for 
periods of time ranging from five to 
seven days. Then he returns to custody of 
the prison. 
Grossman hastens to add that the 
sojourn is supervised by proper 
authorities and carefully planned ahead 
of time. “We don’t send people out just 
to be out on the streets," Grossman said 
last week. 
When an inmate is within three months 
of possible release from custody, he is 
eligible for a furlough every month. 
Grossman estimates there are about 20 
inmates on furlough in northern Santa 
Barbara County at any one time and that 
in a given month a total of 60 inmates 
from the FCI’s minimum security camp 
go on furlough each month, and about 30 
from the prison’s maximum security 
section. 
Grossman says inmates doing time for 
crimes against persons, such as murder 
or assault, and inmates doing time for 
hard drug trafficking are restricted in 
the early part of the furlough program, 
but that even these serious offenders 
reach the point where they can become 
eligible for the program, 
Grossman says the inmate must be 
released to the “custody ” of his family. 
Presumably, no family, no furlough, but 
that point was not immediately dear. 
In many, if not most cases, the inmate 
bound for furlough would travel to the 
homes!te of his family, which is located 
in another area. That means the total 
number of those on furlough at any one 
time is dispersed over a broad 
geographic area. 
However, Grossman concedes that 
many of the younger inmates wind up in 
the Lompoc-Santa Maria area for their 
furloughs because their wives and in 
many cases, minor children have located 
here in order to be near the prison for 
regular visiting privileges. 
Basis for the law is the philosophy that 
brief encounters with life in the com­ 
munity will help prepare an inmate for a 
return to society. Grossman and other 
prison officials endorse the program 
This reporter has met a number of in­ 
mates, who were brought out for brief 
visits to Lompoc Valley Chess Club and 
has always found them to be eager for 
contact with the outside world.

George Gershwin was right. In the 
summertime, the livin’ is easy.

The trouble is, so 
many easy livers go out and have fun 
that summertime is not the favorite time 
of the year for small town newspapers. 
Many organizations close up shop for 
the summer and others decrease their 
activity considerably. 
In other words, local 
news — except for the 
kind you pick up off 
the police blotter and 
other continuing beats 
— is a little hard to 
come by. 
These last few 
weeks have been 
somewhat on the slow 
side even on the wire 
services, so it appears 
that everywhere news 
has almost taken a 
vacation. When that happens, the livin' 
ain’t easy for newspapers, no matter 
what George Gershwin tells you about 
summertime. 
Several years ago when I was editing a 
newspaper down in Inglewood, it was one 
of these typically dull summer days and 
the inactivity itself gave me an idea for a 
feature story. 
I called an inactive reporter over to 
the desk and assigned him to do a feature 
on the “dog days" of August. I figured 
everybody, even a rookie reporter, knew 
what “dog days" are. 
The reporter was more imaginative 
than enterprising. The story he turned in 
told about how, by proclamation of the 
governor and the mayor, August would 
be declared “Dog Days’’ with ap­ 
propriate observances being planned to 
pay tribute to man’s best friend. 
The item then launched into a lengthy 
history of dogdom, copied, I suspect, 
from some volume of an encyclopedia at 
* the library. The other material relating 
to proclamations and special events was 
pure fiction. 
That was the reporter’s last assign­ 
ment for me. 


I always have heard the phrase “dog 
days" but never had given any serious 
thought as to why this name was applied 
to the warm and inactive period of sum­ 
mer until once back in Oklahoma during 
August I saw a hound lying on a porch 
looking completely beat and having not 
the slightest inclination to move, even if 
his master, sitting in a rocking chair, 
should catch the dog’s tail under a 
rocker, which was coming precariously 
close to the tail, switching slowly and in 
perfect time with the rocking. 
Upon analyzing the situation, I believe 
I have come up with the answer to why 
there are such things as “dog days." 
There simply aren’t enough holidays to 
celebrate in the summertime. After Flag 
Day, the Fourth of July and Bastille Day 
are over, just what is there to celebrate? 
Oh, I agree that every four years or so, 
as in this year, the two national political 
parties bring a convention into session, 
but that lasts only a few days and then 
the delegates scatter and the inactivity 
resumes. 
It need not be so. There are plenty of 
occasions to celebrate. The problem is 
that they are not adequately promoted 
and as a result they are not as popular as 
some of the more favored holidays that 
fall during other times of the year.

Independence Day which we could have 
celebrated on July 26 if we had been on 
our toes 
Or we could call a town meeting on 
August 1 every year and read aloud the 
reports from the International Congress 
of Biochemistry held each year during 
the last week of July. 
Peruvian Independence Day falls on 
the 28th of July each year, and 
somewhere in the midst of all this I am 
sure that National Honey and Sauerkraut 
Week, not to mention Cheese tor 
Breakfast Week and Root Beer Week, 
are scheduled. 
(I am a little surprised that something 
hasn’t been done toward the celebration 
of Root Beer Week on an intercity basis. 
It was a custom of several years 
standing that the former mayor of Santa 
Paula, John A. F. Melton, and I would 
personalty launch Root Beer Week by 
partaking of a mug of the stuff at a local 
root beer salon (not saloon). I have been 
looking for Melton to show up here any 
day now to continue this tradition, 
because it is my year to buy.) 
As you can readily see, there is no real 
reason for dog days to set in. It is just 
that the holiday people are not 
organized. I do hope that someone will 
make a move and get things going. 
As for me, I am going to go lie down 
and take a nap until something develops.
